BOISE. IDAHO.—Robert Johnson, 
35, veteran mountain pilot, dally 
fie* hia tri-motored plane on one 
of the most hazardous (lying jobs In 
the world. 
He soars over jagged mountain 
peaks, where a forced landing won I 
mean a certain death, to carry sup­ 
plies to OOO snowbound families in 
Idaho’s primitive area. 
He pro­ 
vides their only contact with the 
outside world during sui long winter 
months. 
The pioneer families live in amal) 
communities or singly, spread out 
over 1,087,000 acres of mountainous, 
heavily • timbered wilderness, un­ 
pierced by any road, in the cen­ 
tral part of Idaho. 
Many of their 
teen-age children have never teen 
an automobile but they know John- 
sun's plane well. 
Miners, trappers, forestry work­ 
ers and their families rely en John­ 
son's skill and daring to provide 
their mail, food and medical sup­ 
plies through the winter. 
These 
modern frontier folk are snowed In 
from October through March each 
year, unable to reach civilization by 
horseback, their normal means of 
transportation. 
Dog teams, snowshoes and skis 
are the only alternatives to John­ 
son's plane ss a means of winter 
transportation for them. 
A dog 
I team driven by a grizzled old fron­ 
tiersman, "Blacky" Wallace of Big 
Creek, provides Johnson’s airline 
with its only competition. 
Supplies are dropped from the 
planes in parachutes. 
Fliers say 
Johnson can hook a parachute on 
a crate of eggs, bail it out without 
protective packing and not break an 
egg. 
Supplies are ordered by forest 
service short wave radio or tele­ 
phone. 
From Cascade and Landmark to 
Mackay b^r, Stypnlte and over the 
Montana border Johnson knows ev­ 
ery mountain and valley. His base 
la usually Missoula. Mont., or Boise. 
Virgil Adair, Lewiston pilot, start­ 
ed the winter airplane delivery serv­ 
ice Into the primitive area in 1028. 
Ray Fisher. Missoula, Mont., had It 
a week and then was killed when he 
flew into the side of a mountain.

2,700-Year-Old Horn 


Still Turns Out Music 


An ancient signal.horn, or Lur, 


cast some 2,700 years ago by Danish 
Vikings of the Bronze age, is now 
on exhibition in the New York 
American Museum ot Natural His- 
tory as a loan from the Danish Na- 
tional Museum o£ Copenhagen. The 
Lurs represent the oldest metal 
musical instruments of Europe, 
dating from about 1000 B. C. This 
particular specimen and others 
have been found in swamps or 
peat-bogs v.-hich formerly were lakes 
and they were doubtlessly sunk in- 
to the water as sacrifices to some 
Nordic divinity. 


Perhaps the most remarkable fact 


about the Lar as a musical instru- 
ment is that it can be played today 
as well as it was thousands of years 
ago. Tile tone is soft and deeply 
resonant and experiments have 
shown that the Lur is capable of 
a wide range ot notes, with 12 over- 
tones in 3% octaves, besides 10 un- 
dertones. 


As these instruments are usually 


found two together and tuned in the 
same key, there is no doubt that 
they rr."st have beer, played in 
pairs.

Although §500,000 has been sent 


to Finland, the need is increasing 
instead of relaxing, Mr. Barnum, 
said, after receiving from Herbert 
Hoover, national chairman of the 
fund, a report cabled by F. Dorsey 
Stephens, Helsinki representative. 


Stephens' report, the most com- 


prehensive description of suffer- 
ing among Finnish civilians yet 
received in this country, arrived 
exactly one month after former 
President Hoover issued his initial 
appeal to the American people. 


'The need for money to provide 


food," cabled Stephens, "grows 
more urgent momentarily." 
The 


refugees, he added, are also suf- 
fering from lack

weather." 


Refugees had to be evacuated 


so hurriedly from the war zone in 
Kuopio province, he reported, that 
they are "practically possession- 
less," but "they show a wonderful 
spirit."

Thomas Jefferson set forth his 
reasons for declining to run for a 
third term as President—principal­ 
ly because he believed the presi­ 
dency might "degenerate into an 
inheritance”—in a letter to the gen­ 
eral assembly of North Carolina.

J. Whalen, of Chicago.

GALL BLADDER INFLAMMATION 


One of the lessons physicians and surgeons are 


trying to teach is that in the severe type of gall 
bladder inflammation, the sooner operation is per- 
formed, the better for the patient's health and safe- 
ty. In fact, delay in operation may mean many fur- 
ther attacks of gall bladder distress and colic. Ap- 
parently the 'age of the patient is not important; it 
is the length of time the disease has existed and 
the amount of damage that has occurred in the reg- 
ion of the gall bladder that is the important factor. 
'Every time there is an increase in the symptoms, 
every time there is an attack of colic, some damage, 
slight or severe, occurs. 


Drs. C. A. Evans and E. L. Everts, Milwaukee, in 


Wisconsin Medical Journal, gives an analysis of 645 
consecutive operations on the gall bladder and the 
bile tubes adjoining it. The cases are all from pri- 
vate practice covering a period of seventeen years. 
In five cases, the gall bladder had been removed, in 
five others it could not be recognized as the gall 
bladder because so much damage had occurred in 
the region. Twenty-seven patients (about 4 per 
cent) died, death being due to heart disease, pneu- 
monia, acute dilation of the stomach, disease of the 
arteries supplying heart muscle (coronary), and 
peritonitis (inflammation of the lining of the abdo- 
men.) 


In general, in the acutely diseased gall bladder in 


cases in which it was possible to remove the gall 
bladder, operation was used earlier in the illness 
than in drainage cases (cases in which previous 
treatment by draining the gall bladder had been 
used.) In other words, when the patient had been 
under treatment for some time by means of "con- 
servative" treatment Uhat is, trying to avoid op- 
eration), the more severe the damage present when 
operation had to be performed. 


What does this mean? 
Drs. Evans and Everts state that "patients seen 


soon after the onset of symptoms should be operated 
on early. Of the twelve deaths that occurred in 
patients with inflamed gall bladder, ten occurred in 
cases_ in which it was impossible to remove the gall 
biaddcr because in'ec'ion *>vss so severe. SinvIIar re- 
sults were obtained in patients where bile ducts- 
were damaged." 


If. then, your doctor advises operation, remem- 


ber that every attack of colic or severe pain causes 
damage to the tissues and makes operation more 
difficult.

Stoically they made ready to 


claim the victims as rescue crews 
dug deeper into blast-torn corn- 
dors 600 feet underground, no 
longer seeking living men but the 
bodies of coal diggers ajroarentlv 
killed as they worked. 


Rescue crews emerging from 


the 620-foot perpendicular shaft 
announced 34 bodies had been re- 
covered from the explosion-shat- 
tered "rooms" along the entries 
fanning out two miles from the 
foot of the shaft. 


They told how one group of 14 


trapped miners, equipped with 
canvas sheets and wood for barn- 
cades, apparently had attempted 
to make a desperate last stand 
against the deadly after-explosion 
gases. 
• • 


^The group .was led by Lee Hall, 
43, one of the three foremen lost 
in the blast that rumbled through 
the 
diggings last Wednesday. 


Nine of the bodies were huddled 
together; a few feet away were 
three others and still farther 
down the entry, two more. 


Burn Up Oxygen 


But "after damp"—the gases 
that remain in a mine when an 
explosion burns up the oxygen in 
the air—caught and killed the 
group. 


None, of the bodies had been 


brought to the surface and only 
three were identified. Rescuers 
planned to move them to the foot 
of the shaft for identification- be- 
fore starling them out today.. 
. Finally breaking through to 
the center of the blast scene after 
38 hours of tunnelling, workers 
yesterday 
found 
only battered 


bodies and abandoned hope for 
miners caught farther back in the 
workings. 


Raymond E. Salvati, vice presi- 


dent of the Pond Creek Poca- 
hontas Coal Corporation who led 
rescue crews day and'night, de- 
clared penetration was sufficient 
to eliminate any possibility the 
men had escaped explosion gas. 
"They are all'dead," he added. 


"They' would be dead even if they 
had barricaded themselves.. There 
'is insufficient .air." 


Crowds 
thinned 
about 
the 


mouth of the mine. All was sad- 
ness.and gloom in this little West 
Virginia community suffering the 
nation's worst mine disaster since 
1928, when 195 men were killed 
at Mather, Pa.

through proper feeding and you 
xviii have a turf that crowds out 
w’eeds, too, because weeds do not 
spring into active growth until late 
spring when the weather is warm­ 
er. By that time the grass has such 
a good head-start that the weeds

readily 
establish

selves in the lawn. 
So plan now to apply your first 
feeding of complete balanced plant 
food to the lawn in late February 
or early March.

How many buffaloes there were 


before the white man began a rapid 
reduction of. the animals, no one 
knows.

Colonel 
Dodge of the United States army 
reported that in three years from 
1872 4,000,000 buffalo were killed for 
their hides alone. It has been esti- 
mated that in 13 years lfc million 
dollars were paid in the state of 
Kansas for buffalo hides. This rep- 
resents the skeletons of around 31,- 
000,000 animals. A conservative es- 
timate of the number originally in 
this country places the figure at 
60,000,000.

nuzzling through garbage piles. 


The goat has become respectable. 
In fact, said Dr. J. L. Wright 


of^the Memphis, Tennessee, Small 
Animal clinic, the goat has obtained 
such respectability that at least 100 
home ov.-ners in Memphis keep one 
or more of them in backyards. 
Home owners in other cities also 
are becoming goat herdsmen. Dr. 
Wright revealed. 


There are several reasons, he 


said, why goats are becoming popu- 
lar with city dwellers. 


One is the new operation known 


ss,goat debleating. A general or 
local anesthetic is given to the ani- 
mal and the neck is pierced through 
the thyroid space of the larynx. 
A V-shaped piece is taken out of 
each vocal cord, which prevents the 
goat from bleating and keeps ir- 
ritable, neighbors from complaining 
to police that they can't sleep. 


Another reason for the sudden pop- 


ularity of goats as a domestic ani- 
mal in cities is because of the nu- 
tritious, easily assimilable quality 
of the milk—which is good for chil- 
dren and invalids:-
